^Firom the'i-row of the Coxstab-Find 
Captain Anderson made a brief re- 
sponse, accepting for his crew, the com- 
pliments paid by the mayor and ex- 
pressing the gratification which they 
.felt in having- reached the world's fair 
city. 


After the speech making there was 


'another salute from the Michigan, and 
the journey to Jackson park -was re- 
sumed. One hour later and the Viking 
ship's long trip was over, and she was 
nesting close to the mighty battleship 
Illinois.

Nearly a generation ago two bisters liv- 


ing in a retired place by the banks of the 
Hudson river wrote ft atory which became 
enormously popular. The critics regarded 
tt as hardly worth serious criticism, but 
tho plain people everywhere read it with 
delight, and the demand nb tho libraries 
and in the book stores for this -work is now 
almost as great as during tho early months 
of its publication. That is "Tho Wide, 
Wide World," written by tho Warner sis- 
ters. They lived the lives of almost imnhko 
retirement. Very few persons ever saw 
them. They attained none of. that personal 
repute which authors of tho present (lay 
far less successful secure through newspa- 
per paragraphs, but they gained perhaps a 
higher reward, since their novel seems now 
to bo established permanently, arid tha 
critics tell usit is :hat quality which makes 
a classic. 


Great demand is also noticed for the 


stories of Miss Evans, whoso popularity, 
especially in thoscmtli, was probably /jreat- 
er when she was writing her novels than 
that gained by ary other southern writer 
of fiction. 


Thero is today almost as great a demand 


for tho stories oi Miss Alcott as waa the 
case wheu with "Little Women" she Cap- 
tured tbe younger reading public of the 
United States and a great many of mature 
years. That book still stands first in pop- 
ularity, and many editions of it are sold 
every year, while thero is constant call for 
it at the libraries. Nob one of tho authors 
still living whose names are well known to 
American readers, has scored any such, suc- 
cess aa has been tbe lot of these writers. 


General Wallace, with "Beu-Hur," ap- 


proaches more nearly to it, and Mrs, Bur- 
nett's *'Lit tic Lord X'auntleroy," publishers 
think, will be read long after her other 
tales are forgotten. The realistic school, if 
library demands are any indication, harf had 
its day, and it is hollered that if itweronot 
for serial publication of his btories even 
Mr. Ho wells would bo compelled to aban- 
don fiction, nt least if he proposed to rely 
upou his pen for support. 


Tlio storius of Marion Ctawford are in 


fair demand. Those of Henry James, whom 
many critics regarded as a coming writer 
of fiction in Anerica, aro scarcely ever 
called for. And it seems to librarians and 
others who bave been studying this matter 
that, after all, the great public, which reads 
stories that it may be entertained, will 
have no more of what 13 calletF realism, but 
delights iii those talos which, however im- 
probable, nevertheless stir the emotions 
and sympathies. 


This ia eqxially true of the English writ- 


ers. Dickens, Thackeray, Charlotte Bronte, 
Wilkie Collins acdChai-lesIieademaintain 
their prestige in spito of the young and in 
some respects admirable school of writers 
that has been developed in Great Britain 
lately, and at the libraries, without excep- 
tion, they say thnt the demand for Dickens 
is as great as it. over was; that "Vanity 
Fair" is as popular as when first published, 
and that Charles Beads is more widely read 
today than any oE the living English nov- 
elists. There would seem to be in these 
factfa suggestions of considerable impor- 
tance for the congress of authors to heed.

HUNTING ASTEROIDS. 


Agronomical Spsrt That Is ttclng lloblied 


of Part of Its rifiasuro. 


There was a timo when the hunting of 


asteroids waii the athletic sport with 
which the tired astronomer refreshed his 
mind and muscles. Wearied with pro- 
longed calculations as to tho weight of a 
ton of coals on the surface of Jupiter or 
the density of beer on the surface of tho 
sixth moon of Uranus and --with, his 
right aim and fingers cramped and 
nurnl>2d from the excessive use of clialk 
and blackboard, the astronomer would 
take his telescope and in the bright, crisp 
winter night stalk tho timid asteroid 
through the starry jungles of tho skies. 
. It was not often that he made a suc- 
cessful bag. Sometimes lie would hunt 
night after night for weeks before cap- 
turing a single asteroid, buij he was al- 
ways buoyetl up by the hope of game-, 
and when he did bring do svn an aste- 
roid with his breochloading reflector, 
hirf small but handy refractor, and was 
enabled to make a- present of its ele- 
ments to a favorite fellow astronomer 
ho was indeed a proud and happy man. 


Bnt this lino old astronomical spoifr is 


at an end. The asteroid trapper with, hia 
photographic trap is abroad, and there 
is eveiy reason to believe that in llio 
course 01 a very few years at tho fur- 
thebt ever/ existing asteroid will havo 
been captured. 


Tho method of the trapper is as simple 


as it is unsportsmanlike. Ho sots liis 
camera at nightfall and goes home lohis 
family until the following morning. A 
clockwork attachment gives a motion to 
tho camera- identical with the apparent 
motion of the fixed stars, so that the im- 
ages of the latter never vary their places 
on tho sensitive plate. 


"When, however, tho trapper finds a 


faint but prolonged Imp of light extend- 
ing over the plate, he knows that it i; 
tho trail of an asteroid, and he at once 
proceeds to complete its capture by giv- 
ing 
ifc a name and calculating its. ele- 


ments. 


Tho unsuspecting asteroids who hat 


long ago grown shy of the lelescopelmve 
not yet discovered the existence of the 
camera traps., and they aro captured 
alarming numbers. It is quite usual foi 
a trapper to ivporfc tho capture of four 
or live asteroids in a single rnglit. 


It is true that ho rarely makes any dis- 


tinction between the tracer made by ai: 
asteroid and tho marks on the plate duo 
to imperfections in tlio emulsion' 01 
to scratches made during development. 
In his greed ho treats all marks as uv 
teroids lh.it come to hi» trap, and then 
can be no doubt that a certain propor- 
tion of tho asteroids recently named am" 
given a place in tho solar sy&tem haven< 
existence outside of the photographic 
plate, where the trapper fancied that he 
had detected their trail. 


Still it is evident that the traps nre 


nightly capturing an enormous iiuinbe: 
of asteroids, and unless something i; 
dono for their preservation this varietj 
of celestial frame will sooner or later be

Tlio Aco of tho Earth. 


The earth's age, like that of tho pro- 


verbial spinster, must, I suppose, bo 
deemed uncertain, or at least (as in tho 
case of tho census paper) wo must allow 
a fair margin for probabilities. Tho geolo- 
gists on the ono hand aro supposed to 
niako very big drafts indeed on the bank 
over which Father Tims presides; while 
tho physicists on the other hand insist 
on more moderate demand s being formu- 
lated. Tho latest explorer in this field 
of inquiry is IMr. Clarence King, a well 
known American geologist, who .seems 
to lean to the side of the physicists in this 
matter. Of course everybody starts with 
tho earth as a gaseous mass and eveiy- 
body gets to the earth as i cooling globe, 
which is certain in time to becomo n 
burnt out cinder like the moon. 


From researches on the effects of heat 


and pressure aa applied to a cooling orb, 
Mr. King concludes that Lord Kelvin's 
estimate of tlio earth's age is very near 
tho mark. According to Mr, King the 
ago of our world is to bo ttot down as not 
exceeding some 2-1,000,000 j-ears, which, 
I venture to say, is so entirely unthinka- 
ble a number that nobocly may feel in- 
tellectually perturbed if a few millions 
inoro be added or a few millions bo sub- 
tracted from tho amoun';.—Dr. Andrew 
Wilson in London Illustrated Hows, 


KsirtliquaUii Phenomena. 


Tho wild, uiitamed earthquake ia a 


tcriible thing to encounter. The "quak- 
ing,'1 tho rending of the earth's surface 
and the ot her incidental accompaniments 
usually described are only a titho of the 
real terrors of a seismic shock. To some 
tho noibo which precedes tho real shock 
is more terror 
in&piring 
than 
the 


"quake" itself. Fathei Kircher describes 
these hul'terraucau rumblings as "a hor- 
rid sound resembling thai, of an infinite 
number ot chariots driven fiercely for- 
ward, m ugled with tho noise of crack- 
ing whips, neighing of horses and the 
cries of victory and despair on the part 
of tho charioteers." 


The sounds wliich preceded the great 


Lisbon earthquake are said to havoie- 
semhled "the rumbling of empty omiii- 
bnseri, cl ariots and barrels, the noise in- 
creasing in volume until it equaled the 
roar of a thousand cannons." Another 
peculiarity is the gyratory motion that 
is frequently imparted to sections of 
earth of greater or letter area. At Co- 
lares iu 1735 several stone houses in tho 
tower quarters of the city were turned 
completely around, this, too, without 
rendering 
them 
uninhabitable.— St.
